Washington, April 12.—(AP)— 


In shocked and angry silence the 
Navy department held aloof today 
from wide speculation that top- 
berth resignations might follow 
President Truman's biting blast at 
admirals and others opposing his 
armed forces merger program. 


Immediate conjecture centered 


on whether Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal might decide to quit now 
instead of waiting until summer, 
and whether Fleet Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, chief of naval oper- 
ations, would request retirement. 
Both have vigorously fought the 
merger. 


There was no question that Tru- 


man had the gloves off when he 
pointedly notified the Navy where 
he stood. He used the words pro- 
paganda and lobbying in speaking 
of continued opposition, and said 
the public was interested in facts 
instead. 


The president told his news con- 


ference yesterday that, while in- 
dividual naval officers are entitled 
to voice honest opinions, he ex- 
pected both Navy and War de- 
partments to support the unifica- 
tion policy when he, as command- 
er-in-chief, once established it 


Navy Surprised 
version. 


Truman's sharp words took the 


Navy department completely by 
surprise. But lights burned long 
into the evening last night in the 
"topside" offices 
of the 
Navy 


headquarters building. Forrestal, 
who had been ill at his home for 
several days, had no immediate 
comment The same went for the 
uniformed high command. 
However, the capital was liken- 
ing the apparent tension between 
White House and Navy high com- 
mand to the strained relations 
which existed between the presi- 
dent and Harold L. Ickes before 
the latter stepped out as secretary 
of interior in the hot dispute over 
the nomination of Edwin W. Pau- 
ley to be under-secretary of the 
Navy. 


One of the latest statements by 


a high ranking naval officer on the 
merger subject was made in Cleve- 
land only Monday by Vice Adm. 
P. N. L. Bellinger, a member of 
the Navy's general board. 


Bellinger asserted in an address 


that "our country can be strong 
only by maintaining a Navy that 
is strong and that is untrammeled 
in its program to remain so." He 
also said "it would be fatal, for 
example, to bring about an admin- 
istrative reorganization that would 
allow the Army to curtail naval 
use of land-based planes, or em- 
power some other group to ban 
Navy experimentation with atomic 
rockets." 


The presidential views on mer- 


ger opposition came when he was 
asked about the far-reaching uni- 
fication bill recommended by a 
senate military sub-committee aft- 
er months of preparation. 


Truman said he had read the 


bill, that it had a lot of good 
points but he was not passing upon 
legislation until congress had act- 
ed upon it

by Killing Frost

Widespread frost caused damage 


to fruit crops in the midwest and 
eastern states today but the Chi- 
cago weather bureau said warmer 
weather 
was moving eastward 


from the western plains states. 


There was frost frc/m eastern 


Nebraska and Kansas 
through 


Iowa, Missouri, Illinois. Indiana, 
southern Michigan and northwest- 
ern Ohio; a six-inch snowstorm in 


I'parts of west Virginia and a kill- 


ing frost in Pennsylvania yester- 
day. 


In the midwest temperatures in 


the frost belt dipped as low as 21 
at Rockford, HI., and 25 to 33 else- 
where. Chicago had a low of 28, 
the first time in a month the mer- 
cury has dropped below freezing. 


Chicago weather experts had re- 


ports of damage to cherries, plums 
and grapes in lower Michigan and 
possibly some of the peach trees 
in southern Illinois, although the 
temperature dropped only to 33 at 
Carbondale, HI., in that area. 


Severe Fruit Damage 


Orchardists and agriculture ex- 


perts reported severe damage in 
the Adams-Franklin county fruit 
region of Pennsvlvania. Authorities 
said the peach crop was wiped 
out in some sections and cut 25 
to 50 per cent in others. Buds on 
apple trees and cherry blossoms.

Province of Quebec 
Horn of Plenty 
for Anglers 


QUEBEC, P. Q. April 12—The 


greater part of the Province of 
Quebec's vast territory is ideal 
fishing country. 
In most of the thousands of 


lakes and streams glittering on the 
ancient Laurentian Plateau and 
the Appalachian mountains, trout 
and bass are remarkably plentiful; 
pickerel and maskinonge also chal- 
lenge the fisherman's skill. And a 
very vigorous and active fish, the 
landlocked salmon called ouana- 
niche (pronounced wanawneesh), 
inhabits the waters of a 365 square 
mile lake, "lac St. Jean" situated 
in a depressed section of the Lau- 
rentian Plateau. 
. 
That plateau, so often named in 


connection with Quebec, is an 
immense tableland north of the 
majestic SL Lawrence River, and 
it occupies approximately 9o per- 
cert of the province's territory, 
which is nearly equal to the com- 
bined areas of the twenty-one 
states east of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers. Its base consists of 
verv thick and solid rocks belong- 
ing" to the oldest in the world. The 
general height above sea level 
ranges between 500 and 2000 feet, 
with at places, much higher sum- 
mits. And the innumerable lakes 
and streams adorning that massive 
shield are a legacy of a comparati- 
vely recent Ice Age. In the geolo- 
gist's opinion, they are young. To 
prove this, he points to the fact 
that many lakes have several out- 
lets and that the streams tumble 
in cascades everywhere. Of course, 
such youthfulness means a tremen- 
dous "amount of waterpower. and 
at the same time it spells wonder- 
fully fine sport. 
,_*.,. 
There are also excellent fishing 


districts for the connoisseurs in 
the non-Laurentian fraction of 
Quebec's territory. South and east 
of the long established and thriv- 
ing St. Lawrence River Lowland 
extend 
the great 
Appalachian 


Ridges, locally called the Notre 
Dame Mountains. 
The portion 


bordering on the states of New 
York, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire includes the Eastern Town- 
ships. Variety is the key-note of 
their well-known scenic beauty. 
Here, lakes and streams are less 
numerous than in the Laurentians 
but some of them are situated at 
remarkable heights above sea-level 
and the majoritv offer genuine en- 
joyment to the fishermen who care 
for bass, trout, pickerel, maski- 
nonge and landlocked salmon. 


From the Eastern Townships, 


the Appalachian ridges run north- 
eastward. They lower east of Que- 
bec City, only to rise considerably 
in the Gaspe Peninsula, and there, 
towering above the waters of the 
Gulf of St Lawrence, they provide 
sites of a unique grandeur. The 
sportsman, especially if he prides 
himself on flycasting tor sea sal- 
mon, finds here magnificent para- 
dise, unrivalled save, in certain 
respects, by z< ctions of the% St, 
Lawrence north shore.

Isolated in Crystals 


Cleveland, 
April 
12.—(AP)— 


Tetanus toxin, a poison described 
s being so powerful that an ounce 
•ould kill the entire population of 


the United States, has been iso- 
ated in pure crystalline 
form. 


Vestern Reserve University re- 
ported today. 


The school said Dr. Louis Pille- 


ner, assistant professor of immu- 
nochemistry. and two 
graduate 


jtudents, Miss Ruth C. Wittier and 
Donald B. Grossberg, had isolated 
:he toxin at the university's insti- 
tute of pathology. 


It represents the first time a 


bacterial toxin has been isolated 
and crystallized, the school said. 


By treatment 
with formalde- 


hyde, the toxin is transformed into 
a highly valuable protective agent 
against lockjaw, and one of the 
reasons for its production in pure 
form was to secure a toxoid free 
from side reactions. Dr. Pillemer 
said.

an ideal place for the family's 
pastimes and hobbies, if it is ap- 
propriately finished. The experi- 
ence of one suburban family shows 
what can be done with enthusiasm 
and a little work. 


It all started with the father's 


determination to have a dark 
room, essential to his pursuit of 
amateur photography. The base- 
ment, he decided, was too damp 
so he took a look at the attic. The 
pace there was more than needed 
nd this led to th* idea of con- 
erting it into a reception center 
or the entire family. 


One end of the area was parti- 


ioned off for a dark room meas- 
uring about 12 square feet. The 
rest of the attic became a combi- 
nation hobby room for mother, 
who sews and paints, and daugh- 
ter, who has all the hobbies of an 
active child. A sliding gate guards 
the stairway and a sliding door as- 
sures privacy for father and his 
chemicals. 


Walls and ceilings of both rooms 


are built of insulating building 
board, applied in sheets four feet 
wide. These big boards are easj 
to saw and nail and they covered 
the rafters and studs in practical 
ly no time. Being an insulation a 
well as a structural material, the\ 
help provide the even tempera 
tures so essential 
for physica 


comfort and the proper use of pho 
tographic materials. 


The insulating board follows the 


lines of the room and forms a four- 
foot vertical wall at either side. 
Behind the walls is generous room 
for storage space. A gay decora- 
tive effect has been achieved by 
painting wide strips in coral over 
the ceiling and sloping walls, end- 
ing in coral scallops. The natural 
finish of the insulating board pro- 
vides the alternate color. 


Left over pieces of insulating 


board are utilized to add a number 
of decorative and practical touches 
including a display 
board for 


prints, a dart game and a combi- 
nation black-out window and bul- 
letin board for the dark room 
window. 


In the larger room a'screen for 


showing movies rolls down over 
the window. The dark room is also 
a work room for editing and splic- 
ing movie film and for enlarging 
and mounting prints. Counters are 
arranged for all necessary equip- 
ment. 
A big, comfortable chair 


has been installed and the room 
can double as a study.
